A. Water 


1. Does your community have an adequate water supply for 
industry? 


The City of Reedley has adequate community water supply 
for industry. The capacity of the system is 12.9 million 


so 


gallons per day mined and average daily consumption is 1.7 
mg/d. The system is currently operating at 13% of capacity. 


What is the source of your water supply? 

The City's water supply is furnished by water wells and 
pumping from the underground water table. 

Are flow and pressure at sites adequate for fire protection? 
Generally flow and pressure at industrial sites within the 
City are adequate for fire protection. 

What is the storage capacity for raw water? 

The City has two 50,000 gallon storage tanks. These are 
not, however, considered adequate for fire protection or 
backup capacity. The City, therefore, relies on pumping 
Capacity - approximately 8,700 gallons per minute. 


For treated water? 


The City's water does not require treatment. 


. What is the average daily consumption in gallons? 


The average daily consumption of water for the calendar 
year 1983 was 1,675,267 gallons per day. 


. What is the maximum daily consumption in gallons? 


Tne maximum daily usage during 1983 occurred in August and 
was 8,134,000 gallons. 


. During what period does maximum consumption occur? 


Maximum consumption of water occurs usually during July or 


August. During the year 1983 the maximum usage for the 
year occurred in July and was 175,454,000 gallons. 


. What is the chemical analysis of your water? 


With regard to chemical analysis of the water, the City 
water supply meets all State Health Department 
requirements. Total hardness in the water in the form of 
calcium carbonate averages 158 milligrams per liter. These 
are current figures. Precise results of tests from each 
well are available upon request.

Are there plans for expansion of the water system? 


The City recently instituted a water well benefit charge on 
all new development. The charge is intended to provide 
sufficient funds for water well installation at the time 
that demand is generated by new development. When these 
funds are set aside from water well benefit charges for 
well installation, the demand should require installation 
Of a new well, or wells, and would be proceeded with at 
that time. . 


Can water lines be extended to sites at no cost to industry? 


The City requires that private development install the 
master planned water mains and any costs for oversizing or 
line extensions would be paid for by the private 
development and subsequently reimbursed by agreement with 
the City as others connect to the line. Reimbursement is 
made to the extent and at the time that other developments 
connect to the installed main, and pay their share of the 
main extension and oversizing costs. 


Wnat are the water rates for residential and industrial 
usage inside and outside the city limits? 


The water rate within the City for residential use is $6.35 
per month up to a 10,000 square foot building site. Over 
10,000 square feet there is an additional charge of $1.55 
for each 2,500 square feet or a portion thereof. 


Industrial usage is on the metered rate and is $0.113 per 
thousand gallons of water used with a minimum monthly 
charge of $15.25. Usage equaling less than the minimum 
results in a charge of the minimum rate of $15.15. Rates 
for furnishing water to industries outside the City are 
double the rates charged for users inside the City. 


B. Sewer 
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What type of sewage treatment facilities does your 
community have? 


Tne City's wastewater treatment and disposal facilities 
consist of a 0.5 million gallons per day (mg/d) high rate 
trickling filter plant and an oxidation ditch (modified 
form of activated sludge) with a capacity of 2.27 mg/d 
providing a total capacity of 2.77 mg/d. This is a maximum 
monthly treatment capacity. 
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What is the sewage treatment capacity? 
The maximum monthly treatment capacity is 2.77 mg/d. 
What has been the peak load to date? 


The maximum load of the plant to date was 1.9 mg/d. 


What types of sewage can your system handle? 


The wastewater treatment plant is designed basically to 
provide for the treatment of domestic strength wastes. 


Can sewer lines be extended to sites at no cost to industry? 


Wastewater collection system mains are extended at a cost 
to the developer, and the cost of such extensions or 
oversizing is reimbursed to the developer by the City as 
others connect to the system and are required to pay their 
proportionate share. 


What are sewer rates, both residential and industrial, 
inside and outside the city limits? 


Residential sewer rates are $5.80 per month and are a flat 
monthly charge. Industrial rates are based on water meter 
readings and the strength of the sewage discharged to the 
system and would therefore vary depending upon the 
industry. The charge is the same regardless of whether the 
industry would be located inside or outside the City, 
unless additional costs are involved in the treatment or 
transmission of such waste to the wastewater treatment 
plant.

This group has hired an executive 
director to help promote and market the downtown area and to 
recruit commercial businesses to Reedley. The County of 
Fresno, the City of Reedley, the Reedley Downtown 
Association, the Chamber of Commerce and private business 
interests are cooperatively working toward public 
improvements in the downtown and industrial areas. - The City 
also provides a full service professional planning and 
engineering service. 


In 1974, an industrial park was developed which was 
subsequently sold out. Currently, a new industrial park on 
an adjacent site is being developed by landowners, the City, 
and the RDA.
